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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The applicant has amended claims 69 and 70 to include the limitation of encrypting "a message of arbitrary length into a ciphertext of the 
same length". This new limitation presents a change in scope of claims 69-70 which requires further search and/or consideration to 
ascertain whether the new limitation distinguishes over the prior rejection and/or whether the newly amended claims are found in the prior 
art. 

The new abstract has been considered, and the previous objection of the abstract has been withdrawn. 
The new drawings have been considered, and the previous objection of the drawings has been withdrawn. 

Regarding the 101 rejections, the defining of the authenticated-encryption method to be a "computer-implemented" method overcomes the 
prior 101 rejection. However, the amendments filed 10/1 1/05 have not been entered because claims 69 and 70 contain a change in scope 
as noted above from the new limitation of encrypting "a message of arbitrary length into a ciphertext of the same length". 

Regarding the 103(a) rejections, the applicant has presented issues which call into question the obviousness of the examiner's cited prior 
art and which present an issue of commercial success for the applicant's claimed invention. While relevant to the instant application, 
these issues need to be presented in the form of a 1 32 affidavit(s). The examiner refers the applicant to the following passage of the 
MPEP: "Affadavits or declarations relating to the prior art documents submitted may accompany the citation to explain the contents or 
pertinent dates in more detail. A commercial success affadavit tied in with a particular prior art document may also be acceptable. For 
example, the patent owner may wish to cite a patent or printed publication which raises the issue of obviousness of at least one patent 
claim. Together with the cited prior art, the owner may file an affadavit of commercial success or other evidence of nonobviousness, or an 
affadavit which questions the enablement of the teachings of the cited prior art" (See MPEP 2205 [R-2]). 

The examiner reminds the applicant that the issues presented on the bottom of page 5 and the top of page 6 relate to newly amended 
claims 69-70 which have not been entered. 
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
